Tue makers of stogies have formed a combine. 
There will be no general objection on the part of the 


public if they advance the price to 50 cents per 
stogie. 
AN important decision has been made by Judge 


Kelly of the District Court, St. Paul, Minn., in the 
delinquent-tax case of the National Cash Register Co. 
of Dayton, O.,; in which he holds that the company 
can be held for all taxes on all machines sold on the 
installment plan, until the payments are made in full. 

Ir is said that the trade in the Northwest fear a 
binding-twine shortage. 


AN. interesting convention was that of the United 
States League of Local Building and Loan Associa- 
tions, held at Put-in-Bay, Ohio, last week. Accord- 
ing to the secretary the associations number 5,302, 
and they have a total membership of 1,539,593. ‘Their 
assets amounted at the date of the report to $565,387,- 
966. As compared with the year 1900-01 there was 
an increase of 45,000 in membership, but a decrease 
of $5,900,000 in assets and, of course, in credits and 
liabilities. The year’s receipts amounted to $396,000,- 
ooo, and after making disbursements there was a bal- 
ance on hand of $28,000,000, which was about $2,000,- 
000 less than at the beginning of the year. The de- 
crease in assets is attributed in part to the maturing 
of a large number of shares and to involuntary with- 


drawals. 


Tue latest example of the process of concentration 
in business affairs is afforded by the announcement 
that negotiations are now on foot for the merger of 
half a dozen of the corporations based upon the own- 
ership of New York City real estate or in the construc- 
tion of modern office buildings and similar edifices. 
A feature of the scheme is that it proposes to popu- 
larize real estate investments of the largest kind. The 
advance in real estate values has, in a measure, shut 
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out the small capitalist from participation in such 
investments. The new combination, with an enormous 
capital, will present an opportunity for the purchase 
of its shares by the public and in this way enable the 
small capitalist to take part in such operations, al- 
though the plan may be criticized on the ground that 
it involves, to all appearances, a danger of overcap- 
italization, such as has been one of the chief defects 
in so many of the industrial combinations. 


WE are glad to note that the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture have framed a law providing for the punishment 
of those guilty of making fraudulent representations 
in their advertisements, and have opened a way for 
such an increase of business for the courts and law- 
yers as to set the latter fairly wild with delight and 
the former mad with consciousness of inability to per- 
form the added tasks. Every citizen of that state who 
imagines himself swindled by an advertiser may file 
information with the prosecutors. The need for such 
a law is clearly apparent. 

It gives the legitimate retail trade an effective 
weapon against the glaring frauds of the department 
stores and catalogue houses. It is to be hoped that 
enough offending merchants will be brought to book 
to make misrepresentation unpopular. 

If the law proves successful in Massachusetts it will 
undoubtedly be adopted in other states. 

THE acetylene flame has the valuable property of be- 
ing the nearest approach to daylight of any artificial 
light. The manager of a company which manufac- 
tures artificial stone says that since his acetylene in- 
stallation has been put in they have been able to match 
natural stones by artificial light. It is said that cer- 
tain large drapery establishments have acetylene rooms, 
where ribands and other goods can be matched after 
dark. In a large lithographic works acetylene is used 
for distinguishing the various yellow tints—an impos- 
sible task with either electricity or gas—and this has 
enabled the work to be re-arranged to the extent of 
saving the cost of the installation the first year. A 
California artist uses acetylene for color mixing and 
painting at night, finding that color values can be 
judged equal to daylight, with the very important ad- 
vantage that with acetylene the power of the light is 
unvarying, whereas daylight undergoes more or less 
change every hour of the day. 


THE frequently asked question, “What becomes of 
our exports of manufactures?’ is now definitely an- 
swered by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics. While 
it has been practicable to show the countries to which 
any given article is sent in any given year, the figures 
of the Bureau have not formerly been so adjusted as 
to render it practicable to determine what share of 
the total exports of manufactures was sent to a given 
country or grand division of the world; or, in other 
words, the location of the principal markets for Amer- 
ican manufactures. These facts are now shown by a 
series of tables compiled by the Bureau. They show 
that during the year 1901 52 per cent of the manu- 
factures exported went to Europe, 23 per cent to North 
America, 6.6 per cent to South America, 8.2 per cent 
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to Asia, 7 per cent to Oceania, and a little less than 
3 per cent to Africa. The total value of manufac- 
tures exported to Europe was $215,000,000; to North 
America, other than the United States, $96,000,000 ; 
to South America, $27,000,000; to Asia, $33,700,000 ; 
to Oceania, $29,000,000, and to Africa, $10,500,000. 


THE commercial movement of the great staple com- 
modities produced in the interior of the country are 
necessarily subject to something of a lull during the 
mid-summer transition from one crop year to another. 
There is, nevertheless, in the data collected by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics, on internal commerce 
up to the end of June, an opportunity for half-year 
comparisons of commercial movements, such as those 
of live stock, grain, provisions and produce. The five 
western live-stock markets of Chicago, Kansas City, 
Omaha, St. Louis, and St. Joseph, taken as an index 
of the trade generally, report total receipts of meat- 
producing stock, including cattle, hogs and sheep, be- 
tween January 1 and June 30, inclusive, of 14,766,855 
head. This was 709,283 head less than for the cor- 
responding period of 1901, and 347,692 head less than 
for 1900. 

Domestic freight receipts at 155 ports reporting in 
June were 7,442,982 tons, compared with 7,052,541 
tons in June, 1901. Shipments from 224 ports in June 
this year amounted to 7,747,871 tons, against 7,201,- 
208 tons in June, 1901. For the first six months of 
Ig0I and 1902 the freight receipts at lake ports aggre- 
gated 11,886,572 tons, and 18,135,978 tons, respec- 
tively. Iron ore shipments to the end of June this 
year totaled 8,127,271 tons, compared with 4,457,27 
tons last year. 

Tue accidental bending of a little spring in a Bell 
telephone, which prevented the proper working of the 
delicate machine, gave Mr. Bell the English patents to 
his invention. When he patented his invention in the 
United States Lord Kelvin was there. He happened 
to see one of Mr. Bell’s machines, and was so struck 
with it that he took one to England to introduce to his 
classes. When the instrument was produced it abso- 
lutely failed to work, and despite his master mind, 
Lord Kelvin had to apologize for his inability to dem- 
onstrate with it. The whole failure was due to the 
fact that a small spring in the instrument had got bent 
during the journey from America. Had Lord Kelvin 
perceived this and rectified it the instrument would 
have worked excellently, and the demonstration would 
have prevented Mr. Bell patenting the instrument in 
Great Britain. Some twelve years ago when Richard 
Laverson was a low-grade worker in a Pittsburg en- 
gineering shed, he hit upon a novelty in the shape of 
brooch-pins. He finished a few by hand, and they 
seemed so much superior to the usual form of brooch- 
pin that he concluded to make a machine to manufac- 
ture them. On this task he spent weeks, and finally 
one day, in a fit of rage, he threw a hammer at the 
machine and left it in disgust. He did not look at the 
machine again for many weeks, but when he did he 
found it worked. Though it refused to turn out 
brooch-pins, it turned out splendid little safety-pins of 
a unique pattern. These pins have since sold in mil- 
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lions all over the United States, making Laverson a 
rich man. 


In the following volume, “Mineral Resources of 
the United States, 1901,” now in press, Mr. James M. 
Swank discusses the statistics of the American iron 
trade for 1901. Mr. Swank states that the era of un- 
exampled prosperity in the industries of this country, 
which may be said to have been ushered in at the be- 
ginning of 1899 when an active demand for iron and 
steel was developed, accompanied by a rising price, 
has continued from that day to this, and at no time 
has been more fruitful of good results than at the time 
of his writing, in May, 1902. 

The use of iron and steel in almost every formr 
increases at a greater ratio than the increase in our 
population; and the use of steel for high buildings, 
for the manufacture of steel cars, and for the con- 
struction of steel vessels is sure to call for an in- 
creasingly large tonnage from year to year. 

It may not be generally known that our steam and 
trolley railroads consume in rails, cars, locomotives, 
bridges, buildings and electrical machinery fully one- 
third of all the iron and steel that we annually make. 

In 1901, the United States produced 15,878,354 
long tons of pig iron, 8,713,302 long tons of bessemer 
steel ingots, 4,656,309 long tons of open-hearth steel, 
and 13,473,595 long tons of steel of all kinds; and 
rolled, in all, 12,349,327 long tons of finished iron and 
steel, including rails. 

In 1901 there were mined 28,887,470 long tons of 
iron ore, and there were shipped 20,589,237 long tons 
of Lake Superior iron ore, 12,609,949 short tons of 
Connellsville coke, and 1,279,972 short tons of Poca- 
hontas coke. ; 

As compared with 1900, the total production of iron 
ore increased 1,334,318 long tons. The shipments of 
Lake Superior ore increased 1,529,814 long tons, and 
the shipments of Connellsville coke increased 2,443,- 
715 short tons. The production of all kinds of pig 
iron increased 2,089,112 long tons. 





Henry SIMPSON in a recent article in Cassier’s 
Magazine points out that steel manufacture is steadily 
encroaching on the iron industries. The make of fin- 
ished iron even twenty years ago in the Middlesbor- 
ough district was 726,000 tons, but directly after 1882 
there commenced a rapid decline, so that in 1900 only 
136,000 tons were produced, and in 1901 about 94,- 
ooo tons. This remarkable change has been brought 
about solely by the supersession of iron by steel, first 
as a material for use on the permanent way of rail- 
ways and afterward as a material for the construction 
of both steam and sailing vessels. It was about the 
year 1875 that steel began to encroach on the business 
of the iron-rail makers, and in this district the produc- 
tion of iron rails (which in 1873 was over 374,000 
tons and formed 53 per cent of its total output’ of fin- 
ished iron) had by 1876 dropped to 124,000 tons, ow- 
ing to the competition of steel. In 1879 the output 
had dwindled to 8,000 tons, or only 2 per cent of the 
total production. This decline in the iron rail trade 
was a heavy blow to the iron manufacturers of the 
north of England, which had been the chief seat of 
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that business in Great Britain. But to counterbalance 
this falling off there sprang up toward the close of 
the seventies a vast extension of shipbuilding, so 
great, in fact, that it required more iron than was nec- 
essary to make up for the decline to the loss of the 
rail trade. Now both the iron rail and plate trades 
are of very little importance. How severely the ex- 
tension of the steel trade in the district has affected 
the finished iron trade will be appreciated when it is 
stated that out of the forty-five finished iron manufac- 
tories that were in. operation in the northeast of Eng- 
land a quarter of a century ago twenty-five have com- 
pletely disappeared; nine still exist as iron rolling 
mills; two have added a steel plant to their iron 
works; six have been converted into steel rolling 
mills and have abandoned altogether the manufacture 
of finished iron; two roll steel but do not make it, 
and one is now a foundry. Thus, only twenty of the 
old works are still in existence. Four entirely new 
steel rolling mills have been established since 1876, 
and at the present time twenty-three works are en- 
gaged in the north of England in the production of 
manufactured iron and steel, of which ten are steel 
works pure and simple. 





Tue Jron Trade Review has been investigating the 
new blast furnaces, steel works and rolling mills now 
under construction in the United States. 

An exact summation of the capacity by the new con- 
struction in various lines is difficult; particularly so is 
a definite statement as to the time within which this 
new capacity will be contributing to our production, 
already enormous measured by any standards but those 
created by the iron industry of the United States in 
the past two vears. But enough data are available to 
permit of approximate statements that will throw some 
light on the relation of supply and demand within the 
next twelve months. A brief summary of-the exhibit 
is as follows: 

Blast furnaces now under construction in the United 
States, 34, with estimated annual capacity of 4,300,- 
ooo tons. Blast furnaces now being remodeled and en- 
larged, or soon to be reconstructed, 12. Additional 
capacity thus provided, about 1,650 tons a day, or 600,- 
ooo tons a year. Total estimated addition to blast fur- 
nace capacity, all expected to be available before the 
end of 1903, 4,900,000 tons a year. 

Open-hearth furnaces under construction, 103, with 
a daily capacity of 8,900 tons and an annual capacity 
of about 2,700,000 tons. Open-hearth furnaces planned, 
15, with daily capacity of 1,380 tons, or about 400,000 
tons annually. Open-hearth furnaces building for steel 
foundries, 21, with a daily capacity of 650 tons, or 
about 200,000 a year. Total additional open-hearth 
capacity available by the close of 1903, 3,300,000 tons 
a year. 

New tin plate mills under construction by inde- 
pendent interests, 59, with an annual capacity of 120,- 
000 tons. 

The list of miscellaneous finishing mills under con- 
struction includes five modern plate mills with annual 
capacity of 500,000 tons, new tube, bar, hoop, wire and 
structural mills of a capacity difficult to estimate, but 
judging from the capacity of connected open-hearth 
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furnaces, probably equivalent to 1,250,000 to 1,500,000 
tons of finished material a year, a small portion of it to 
be in operation in 1902, and all of it probably by the 
end of 1903. 


OCCASIONALLY some manufacturer has a little talk 
with some representative of our paper and makes some 
criticismonour market quotations, forget- 


Our ting that these are not manufacturers’ 


Quotations. quotations, but are jobbers’ quotations, 


representing the price at which a retail 
hardware dealer can buy goods at Chicago jobbing 
houses and not the f. o. b. prices made to carload buy- 
ers at Mosquitoport, N. J., or Antville, Pa. 

This is a natural manu facturer’s 
part, as he naturally considers the selling prices he 
makes himself as the “price” of an article, forgetting 
that no retailer can buy at that price unless his bluff 
as being a jobber is gilt edged. The other day an 
eastern manufacturer took exception to the chain 
prices we quoted, stating that in bright coil chains we 
quoted American new list 40 per cent off, German 60, 
10 and 5 per cent and Triumph new list 30 per cent, 
their comment being that the first and last named 
should be alike, viz., 40 per cent, and again in halter 
chains this easterner said that we did quote American 
new list 40 per cent, German 60, 10 and 5 per cent, 
Niagara new list, 40 and 5 per cent, and Triumph 30 
per cent, whereas we should also have quoted Triumph 
at 45 per cent and Triumph and American alike. 

Now the fact is “Triumph” chains are worth about 
20 per cent more than the “American” and Chicago 
jobbers always have tc pay this proportion, they say. 
If any manufacturer can sell the Chicago jobbing 
trade “Triumph” chains at the price of “American” 
they would be very glad to do business with them. 

Referring to the price of “Niagara” Halter Chains, 
local jobbers advise us would be unwilling to quote 
price better than 40-5 per cent. The difference be- 
tween this figure and 45 per cent would not pay the 
freight from New York. This is probably the reason 
for this slight discrepancy. 

One local jobbing representative in speaking con- 
cerning this matter said: “Within the past week we 
have received new figures on ‘German’ Coil and Halter 
Chains, which are graded from 40 per cent off to 
60-5 per cent. You will notice this is considerably 
higher than the price you now quote. We do not 
think, however, it would be well to make this change 
as yet because all jobbers are fairly well stocked on, 
this pattern and would probably make little, if any, 
change for some time to come. However, as a matter 
of safety we would suggest that you change the price 
to 60 per cent off for ‘German’ Coil and Halter 
Chains.”

JEWEL STEEL RANGES. 





George M. Clark & Company, 71 Lake St., Chicago, 
send us a pretty catalogue devoted to their new dine of 
Jewel steel ranges. These brand new goods have many 
points to commend them to the trade. 

The bodies are made with triple walls. The outside 
wall is of heavy polished steel. The inside’ wall is 
made of heavy cold rolled steel, and between them is 
.a wall of thick asbestos board. Where the heat is 
most intense the asbestos is from one-half to three- 
“quarters of an inch thick. 

Square polished steel corner posts into which the 
‘sides are locked, do away with rivets and bolts. 

One piece of heavy steel runs from the middle of 
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the bottom of the oven around over head and back to 
the middle, and there is double flanged, making it per- 
fectly rigid. 

There are no joints whatever in the oven door, for 
it is drawn from one heavy piece of steel. It is heav- 
ily nickeled all over, and has the word “Jewel” in me- 
dallion form in the middle. Two braces support the 
door when open, making of it a strong, stiff shelf. 

The stove top is made of the heaviest steel, drawn 
down under great pressure. The result is a smooth, 
true, rigid and perfectly fitting top, bound to last, and 
unbreakable. 

The anchor plates in which the covers rest are sup- 
ported by the range body, but not fastened to it, and 
are, therefore, free to expand and contract without 
producing the slightest strain on any part of the range. 
One nested ring cover is furnished with each range. 

A judicious combination of polished steel and nickel 
gives a rich attractive finish. The corner columns, 
doors, brackets and shelves are polished and nickeled 
The bodies are of smooth and highly polished steel.

IRON MOLDERS’ CONVENTION. 


On July 21 the International Iron Molders’ Conven- 
tion, in session in Toronto, discussed the request of 
the Stove Founders’ National Defense Association 
that the ratio of apprentices to journeymen be in- 
creased from one to eight, as it is at present, to one 
to five. They claimed that the present number of ap- 
prentices was not sufficient to keep up the supply 
of molders. The committee appointed to discuss the 
proposal were not unanimous in their recommenda- 
tion. The majority report recommended the ratio of 
one to six; the minority favored one to seven. The 
principal argument of those opposed to increasing the 
ratio of apprentices was that when the next period of 
depression comes there will be more molders than 
there is work for. A large number of resolutions 
were submitted, but it was finally decided to continue 
the present ratio of one to eight. This was carried by 
a majority of three to one. 

On July 27th the convention closed its business.

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Retail Profits on Stoves 





In our July 26 number an article appeared quoting the 
views of a Canadian retail stove dealer as to the lack of 
profits in the stove business from a retail standpoint. This 
dealer said: 

“The profits to be realized handling stoves are certainly 
very discouraging. No, I can’t exactly tell the cause of this, 
unless it be keenness of competition. What I believe to be 
an important factor in the unsatisfactory business of stoves is 
that dealers do not, in figuring on the price for sale, take into 
consideration all the elements of the cost. Thus, when they 
get their stove they figure on 25 per cent, but fail to reckon 
on the important feature of the cost of delivery or setting up. 
I’ll show you an average case. Suppose I pay $19 for a stove. 
I'll reckon on 25 per cent profit. Then I'll mark the price 
$23.75. But I have yet to pay for taper pipe, 8c; cartage, 75c; 
fitting up, 90c. Mind you, I haven't considered the time 
spent by the boy in fixing mica or the cost of storing the 
stove in my shop. My profit is about $2.50 or $3. But that 
isn’t the worst of the case. The departmental store will step 
in and sell this stove for $21.50, while we are making little 
enough by selling at $23.50. Our profits range from 12% to 
15 per cent, instead of from 20 to 25 per cent, at least. 

“No, I don’t object to handling second-hand stoves. If 
we get a poor second-hand stove, and they generally are 
poor, we just hand them over to the junk men for old iron 
and no great trouble is occasioned us. If we get a good one 
we can make twice as much on it as we can on regular stoves, 
at the same time giving our customers first-class goods. We 
know that profit on ranges and heating stoves is not sufficient. 
It wouldn't pay us to handle them outside of jobbing work 
and other lines. Yet I feel that ranges and heating stoves 
furnish us with a bulky system of expensive advertising. 

“We must also compete with shops where the dealer lets 
his boy or wife look after the business, and he does the job- 
bing or fitting up. They are often content, and are often 
under the necessity of getting rid of stock, and they sell at a 
very narrow margin. Again, their expenses are very low. 
We must be very careful or this will give our place the name 
of selling high-priced articles.” 

In order to gain the sentiment of representative dealers 
in this country on the question of profits on stoves, we wrote 
to a number of prominent and experienced merchants, asking 
them in what measure the evils complained of by this Cana- 
dian dealer were paralleled in this country. In looking over 
the replies received from different sections of the country we 
are gratified to note that the prevalent tone is one of a 
gratifying optimism. It is a decidedly curious fact that the 
four Micihgan dealers from whom we received answers 
agreed in reporting the stove business as unsatisfactory in 
that commonwealth. As the Michigan Retail Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association will meet in a little less than a fortnight, this 
is certainly an interesting question for discussion at their 
meeting. 

A number of remedies for unsatisfactory stove conditions 
are suggested, some of which are flatly contradictory. One 
dealer says “the way to make profits in stoves is to stick to 
one line,” another says “to make profits have an assortment.” 
Doubtless these advices mirror existing conditions, which 
would go to show that success or failure lies not so much in 
the character of the stock as in the aggresiveness of the mer- 
chant. The advice given by the different dealers as to 
methods of procedure contains many valuable business tips, 
and taking the opinion of the majority of letters received from 
outside the state of Michigan the verdict would appear to be 
that stove dealers in this country do not labor under the 
hardships of their Canadian brethren. The views of different 
dealers follow herewith : 


MAKERS SHOULD SELL ONLY TO RESPONSIBLE PARTIES. 

J. W. Jochim, Ishpeming, Mich., writes : 

Conditions are probably the same in this country as 
depicted in the letter of the Canadian hardware dealer that 
you published. 

Dealers in this country do not make a sufficient profit on 
stoves and it is necesary for dealers to handle other lines in 
order to make a living. Stove profits would be enhanced if 
makers would sell to responsible parties only. 

ORGANIZATION IS THE REMEDY. 

Henry C. Weber, Detroit, Mich., writes: 

I believe that conditions in this country are to a large 
extent similar to those existing in Canada. The dealers cer- 
tainly do not make sufficient profit on the stoves they sell, but 
these conditions could be remedied by the retailers themselves. 
The only way to do this, in my mind, is to get together and 
organize. Local organizations properly conducted should be 
able to fix prices on stoves and maintain them, but dealers so 
far do not seem ready to take this important step towards 
their own salvation. The merchants who handle nothing but 
‘toves will have a very hard time making a profitable business 
at the present time, as it will be necessary to do an immense 
busines to secure a sufficient return for the money invested. 

[ hope that some day in the near future, in answer to 
similar questions, I will be able to give a more optimistic 
reply. STOVE TRADE IS UNPROFITABLE. 

G. W. Bruske, Saginaw, Mich., writes: 

“I cannot state the conditions stove dealers are in in the 
United States, but I can state that in this state the stove trade 
is in very poor, unprofiable condition. Our city has about 
50,000 inhabitants. We have eighteen regular hardware and 
stove stores. Besides we have six or eight second-hand stores 
selling old or new stoves, furniture, etc., then we have five 
furniture stores, selling new stoves on installment plan, one 
dollar down, 50 cents, etc. Our hardware and stove houses 
follow suit. The largest firms will advertise “Your credit is 
good” from one to five dollars down, balance on easy pay- 
ments, etc. 

Our Canadian brother is right—many merchants do not 
figure the cost of selling a stove or other goods. Besides the 
department stores from Chicago, etc., are shipping in many 
stoves to consumers. The freight agent of the M. C. R. R. 
happened to be in our store last spring, we happened to talk 
about goods shipped direct to the consumer, and it surprised 
me to find the amount of stoves, bicycles, guns, washing ma- 
chines, refrigerators, etc., the road received for this city and 
our farmers. The question for remedy, I have to ask myself. 
You also wish to know if it is necesary for stove men to 
handle other goods to make a living. I should say yes. I 
would like to see a stove store handling stoves only—would 
not see it very long. How to improve present condition I do 
not know. One dealer starts a new scheme and the rest fol- 
low. They do not stop to think that conditions are made 
worse. Let a dealer advertise a baking contest, with free 
lunch music, good-looking waiter girls, free tickets for a $50 
or $75 range, free tickets for a church tea or fair, and see the 
crowd. The store gets decorated with flags and flowers; 
music plays, tea, coffee, rolls, fruit, cigars, etc, all free. Look 
at the expense and trouble; but also look at our method of 
doing. business in the greatest country on the globe! Is it 
not high noon to put a stop to such an unbecoming way of 
doing business? 

CORRECT IN THE MAIN. 

Fred J. Cook, Fowlerville, Mich., writes: 

I think the Canadian stove dealer correct in the main, 
and also his profit as stated is fully as good as the dealers in 
the United States of America as an average. Based upon an 
experience of selling stoves by retail in Michigan for over 
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fifteen years, and wholesale to the trade for two years in the 
states of New York, Michigan, Iowa and Nebraska, | am 
pleased to express my views on your questions as follows: 

I think the conditions in the United States about the 
same as the Canadian depicts as prevalent in Canada, except 
in the cities where better business men prevail, as well as 
larger expenses, which force them to get better prices; also 
now and then a case in smaller towns where the dealers are 
not narrow and do not consider a competitor an enemy, but a 
friend, and get together, make prices and hold them at a 
legitimate profit. 

The dealers in the country most assuredly do not 
make a sufficient profit on stoves, in fact, it is simply absurd to 
invest the capital, furnish the room and do the labor of put- 
ting up, blacking, selling and setting up a stove, to say noth- 
ing of the stove pipe, dampers, stove covers, etc., given away 
with the stoves for the small profit above invoice price. It is 
so low that in 75 per cent of sales made there is not a penny 
left as a net profit, and in many cases loss if the dealer but 
knew it. 

In my opinion, the making of stoves is_ profitable 
and in most cases very profitable, and why should not the 
selling be profitable? It would be, if the dealers, like the 
manufacturers, would make their competitors their friends 
and work together to place the deal on a profitable basis. In 
my opinion, this is the whole argument. 

I do not think stove business alone can be made 
profitable. They should be handled only by hardware stores. 

Make friends with your competitors, agree on 
legitimate percentage, handle equal grade of goods and refuse 
to give any articles with the stove and charge for delivering 
and setting up stoves. 

The regular dealers should refuse to buy any stove made 
by a manufacturer, even at any price, when they sell to cata- 
logue houses or department stores. The time has come when 
the dealer must work for protection along these lines in the 
stove trade. The government protects the manufacturer and 
they organize for further protection and continue to succeed. 
The dealers have no protection, but are left to get what they 
can, and it is, therefore, more necessary they should organize 
than the manufacturers. The average purchaser of a stove 
would not black it for the dealer’s profit. Is it not time the 
dealers take steps to make the stove trade a profitable one? 
I do not think of any subject in connection with the hardware 
business that would be more appreciated by the dealers than 
the stove situation shown up as it is if through your journal, 
which stands at the head of the list, you could wake up the 
dealers to make an effort to organize locally to put the stove 
business on a profitable basis, you would be doing a most 
commendable act. 

CONDITIONS ARE DIFFERENT. 

E. J. King, Logan, Kan., writes: 

“Conditions are different in the United States from those 
this dealer depicts as existing in Canada. The dealers in this 
country do not make a sufficient profit on stoves and it is 
necessary for retail stove men to handle other lines in order 
to make a living.” 

QUALITY MORE IMPORTANT THAN PRICE. 

C. A. Peck, Berlin, Wis., writes: 

“I do not agree with the Canadian because if I want 25 
per cent profit I figure on the cost of stove set up and not 
what I pay the foundry for it, with only freight added. Ten 
or fifteen years ago I changed my methods in regard to selling 
stoves and instead of trying to see how low a price I could 


make on a stove I am trying to see how good a stove I can. 
sell and price does not cut so much of a figure as quality, and 


I get a good profit. If I strike a stove some catalogue house 
quotes a price on to the consumer I drop that line just as 
quick as time will let me and deal with some firm that prizes 
good legitimate trade more than it does wild cat houses that 
have goods scattered in every freight house through the coun- 
try, refused by their customers; and there are plenty of stove 
founders who will stand by you if you will by them and give 
you goods you can make a profit on and besides build up a 
reputation for good goods that is working away while you 
are asleep or picnicking. 


“Now, I do not claim to know it all or to be the most suc- 
cessful small dealer in the country, but I do know how to sell 
stoves at a profit and get my pay for them; but they must he 
good goods and I must have the exclusive sale in my town. 

“Recollection of quality in any article outlasts the recol- 
lection of price.” 

DOESN'T THINK THERE IS PROFIT IN HANDLING STOVES 
EXCLUSIVELY. 

A Pennsylvania firm of retailers write: 

“Can't understand how people hafidling stoves exclusively 
can make any profit. Our remedy would be: take on other 
lines. Even then in order to avoid cut-throat business that 
gives the purchaser the profit, have an understanding with 
competitors what pipe is to be included and how far a dis- 
tance free delivery of stoves is to extend. You and your 
competitor can get together.” 

SHOULD HANDLE ONLY ONE LINE. 

I. L. Newgard, Grafton, N. D., writes: 

“The trouble of the Canadian stove dealer comes from 
handling several makes of stoves, and with such kind as cheap 
John concerns manufacture, and then he thinks he must com- 
pete with other merchants who do likewise. My success in 
handling stoves is to buy one good first-class line of stoves 
under one brand and stay by it, add 40 per cent on low-priced 
stoves and 25 per cent on high priced. And do not advertise 
your competitor in selling a stove.” 

DEALERS CARRYING FULL ASSORTMENT MAKE SUFFICIENT PROFITS. 

A North Dakota dealer writes: 

“In some sections of this country conditions are different 
from those depicted by this Canadian dealer. 

“Dealers in this country who carry a full and well assort- 
ed stock make a sufficient profit. There are abuses in the 
retail stove trade which can be remedied by the co-operation 
of dealers if they will only co-operate. 

“There are no exclusive stove houses in this section. All 
carry stoves in connection with hardware stocks. 

“Where profits are insufficient the dealer should buy a 
first-class line, stay by it and work up a profitable trade.” 

ABUSES CAN BE REMEDIED BY CO-OPERATION, 

H. N. Joy, Hamilton, N. D., writes: “I do not see how 
conditions in Canada and the United States can differ very 
materially in this matter, we having the same kind of com- 
petition to deal with here as confronts the Canadian dealer. 
The stoves sold in both countries are identical, while trade 
conditions are similar. 

Ordinarily speaking I do not think that the retailer in 
this country makes sufficient profit on stoves to pay him for 
the money invested, the room occupied and the time con- 
sumed in the business. I say ordinarily, for I believe that it 
is possible to make the stove department of the retail hard- 
ware business about as profitable as any other department, 
and I believe that there are hardware men who are doing it. 

Yes, there are abuses in the stove trade that could be rem- 
edied by the co-operation of the dealers, just as there are 
abuses in other departments of the trade that can be re- 
moved by co-operation. Merciless price cutting could be 
avoided among the legitimate trade by friendly agreements. 
on prices, and by united shipments. The hardware associa- 
tions are advocating this, and with good results. This does 
not necessarily mean a combination on prices, but a friendly 
agreement not to sell below a fair legitimate price. My 
experience is that most people are willing to pay a legitimate 
profit on an honest article, but there are some dealers who 
fail to learn this, thinking that they must undersell their 
competitor at all hazards, and the result is that they eke out 
a miserable existence. 

I do not think it possible to make a success of an ex- 
clusive stove store. The day was when such a thing was 
possible, but that day is forever past. One of the great secrets. 
of success to-day in mercantile life is to turn over the largest 
possible amount of goods in the shortest possible time. 

The expense of operating a stove store is almost as much, 
as when operating it in connection with a hardware busi- 
ness. The exclusive stove store to my mind is not to be 
considered. 

The remedy that I would suggest, where profits on the 
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stove business are insufficient, would be to handle one line. 
I do not mean by this to handle one factory’s make, but to 
select some make of cook stoves, from the many excellent 
lines now available, and push them; confining yourself to the 
one make, upon which you would have the exclusive sale in 
your locality, unless you found it necessary to put in some 
cheaper stove to meet catalogue and department store com- 
petition. Do the same thing with heating stoves and ranges. 
The result is that your store becomes identified with these 
particular makes of stoves, you know them, believe in them, 
talk them and this results in increased sales at fair profits. 

RETAILER SHOULD HANDLE BOTH CHEAP AND GOOD STOVES. 

J. F. Maxey, Ozark, Ark., writes: 
country stoves are handled on very small margins. 
town we get from 10 cents to $4.00 profit on a stove, and 
when we say stove we mean stove and set of trimmings of 
about thirty-nine pieces with it. We do not get to add 25 
per cent to the cost of stove and trimmings on the stove we 
sell for $38.00. We only get $4.00, which you see is much less 
than 25 per cent, and you will see we could not live from 
the sale of stoves alone. But we handle a line of hardware 
and implements so as to make ends meet. In our town we do 
not have any department or general stores handling stoves, so 
we do not have to contend with them and their cheap stoves, 
for as a rule general stores handle only a cheap quality of 
stoves. And the only remedy I know of is for the stove deal- 
er to handle cheap as well as good stoves and make the price 
on the kind the department store handles so cheap that they 
can see that they cannot make anything from the sale of 
stoves, and they will eventually quit handling them. Hoping 
you will be able to find some way that the stove dealer can 
overcome these difficulties in this country as well as Canada.”

SALES AND PROFITS DEPEND ENTIRELY ON THE DEALER. 


Hamp Williams, Hot Springs, Ark., writes: “I hatdly 
know how to answer our Canadian friend who claims to be 
unable to make a sufficient profit on stoves. As for my 
part I have never had the trouble that he complains of. 
Our competition is strong at this point, but no two handle 
the same stove, and in my opinion the sales and profits de- 
pend entirely upon the merchant. My competitor might have 
a stove that only cost seven dollars. I might have one that 
cost nine, and each stove worth what we paid for them. He 
undertakes to get ten dollars for his stove and I offer mine 
at the same price. My competitor has his stove well polished 
up on platform, while mine is dirty and shows age and is 
sitting on the floor back in some dark place with unsightly 
surroundings. He presents all the good qualities of his stove 
and makes a good impression on the customer. He has a 
good profit in sight which gives him courage and stimulates 
him to make a good effort to make the sale, while my profit 
is so small that I care but little whether I make the sale or 
not; therefore, I put very little energy toward making the 
deal. In my opinion, if this man in Canada will change up 
his lines, have them trimmed different from any of his com- 
petitors and will put a good margin on them and get right 
up next to his trade and talk quality, he will make money 
on stoves. 


GOODS SHOULD BE BOUGHT RIGHT FOR CASH. 


A leading Illinois firm writes: “The Canadian dealer to 
whom you refer says the stove dealer who charges freight and 
cartage to expense account and fails to add freight, cartage, 
blacking, etc., to factory cost of stove in order to know what 
they cost him has a good deal to learn about the stove busi- 
The same dealer probably pushes his cheap lines. 

“Our advice would be to buy your goods right for cash; 
don’t try to get similar patterns to those your neighbor has, 
figure your cost before you fix price; sell your cheap lines

HEATERS ARE PROFITABLE BUT NOT COOKS. 
A leading Indiana stove dealer writes: “I am inclined 
to believe the Canadian stove dealer was about right. I have 


been thinking for some time that the stove business, espe- 
cially cook, was very unprofitable. There is so much time 
consumed in delivering and looking after complaints which 
usually prove to be of no consequence, yet give a great deal 
of annoyance, and if all these items were considered worth 
anything, the profits would amount te not more than 10 to 15 
per cent.

MONITOR STOVES AND RANGES. 





The Wm. Resor & Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, send us a 
little booklet entitled “A Few of Many.” This gives 
an interesting description of the Monitor steel ranges, 
Monitor gas ranges and Monitor air-tight base burn- 
ers, Monitor Oak and Monitor hot blast. 

The Monitor steel range is made in 243 different 
styles and sizes. The bodies are made of planished 
or polished steel in four sizes, the oven openings are 
14, 16, 18 and 20 inches wide and 20 inches deep. 
They are closely riveted by hand with steeple head 
boiler rivets and are lined with asbestos held in place 
by another plate of steel, practically making a three- 
ply wall that is air tight and which retains all the 
heat. The bottom oven plates are in two pieces, flanged 
and closely riveted in such manner as not to retard 
or check the draft, making it absolutely impossible for 
them to buckle or warp or become uneven. The fire 
box linings are very heavy, and being well ventilated, 
are practically indestructible, and one set will fit any 
size of range. 

The grate is of the duplex pattern and when re- 
versed, or turned up side down, and the end linings 
removed, makes a commodious wood fire box on which 
an extension can be added to take wood 24 inches 
long. This grate can be removed through front of 
range without disturbing any of the linings. The 
smoke box and the reservoir casings are made of cast 
iron because it is impervious to the action of creosote 
and will not rust out as is the case when made of steel. 
The draft register is on the end under the fire box and 
extending full length gives a uniform draft. The 
feed door can be furnished to swing or drop. The 
oven door being balanced is easily opened and closed 
and when open forms a nice shelf or rest. The Mon; 
itor range can be furnished in regular stove top form, 
that is, the four holes next to the fire box are sup- 
ported with one long center and two short centers, 
the long center being cut on all sizes except the 14 
inch body with the No. 7 top. 

The Monitor base burner for hard coal has the 
diving flue in front. The draft is taken in through 
the bottom plate, carrying into the stove the heavy foul 
air which always settles near the floor. After passing 
through the bottom plate the air enters a draft box or 
distributor, from whence it is distributed under the 
grate throughout its entire width. The grate is of the 
duplex pattern with outer shaking ring. The bottom 
flue encircles the draft box thus heating the draft be- 
fore it reaches the fire. The fire pot is large and of 


splendid shape and can be removed through the front 
doors. 


Two large circulating flues are fitted in the 


rear corners of the stove, affording ample circulation 
of warm air'to evenly heat the largest room, as every 
particle of heat produced is radiated and kept in circu- 
lation. It is made in three sizes, with 13, 14 and 16 
inch fire pots, and its rich and graceful appearance 
harmonizing with the symmetry of design, is quick to 
attract and hold attention.

BRITISH TRADE AND PRICES. 





According to the London Economist the trade of 
Great Britain during the past six months was fairly 
satisfactory. There is no longer the extreme activity, 
accompanied by almost famine prices, that prevailed 
during the greater part of the years 1899 and 1900, 
but in most of the leading industries the output has 
been fairly weil taken up, the fall in prices that was 
in progress during the whole of last year has been 
checked, and there has been a steady recovery, the rise 
in no case being so rapid or jerky as to reduce con- 
sumption. As measured by the Economist's index 
number, the movements month by month during the 
current year and at intervals since the end of 1899 are 
shown in the following statement:

THE MINERAL WATER INDUSTRY. 





There are 659 mineral springs in the United States, 
producing 55,777,188 gallons of water, valued at $7,- 
586,962. Massachusetts has the largest number of 
springs, New York coming second. Michigan’s 
springs, however, produced water worth $1,195,614, 
against $1,189,413 for New York and $391,958 for 
Massachusetts. In spite of the increased production, 
the importation of mineral waters in the year Igor 
shows a slight increase. The quantity imported was 
2,567,323 gallons, valued at $744,392, an increase in 
quantity over the previous year of 82,281 gallons and 
an increase in value of $56,518. The number of gal- 
lons imported has not varied greatly in the last six 
years, although for four years the value has slightly 
increased. No record of the exports of domestic nat- 
ural mineral waters seems to have been kept by the 
Treasury Department since 1883.—Ex.

Do not blame 
the manufacturer if you have moths in your stock of 
brushes.
